mala City, the capital of the republic, 
has become more extensive.

day, it was reported that from 10 to 40 
persons had been killed in the disturb- 
ance of the previous night, while dis- 
patches Friday and Saturday indicated 
tbat 80 per cent of Guatemala City had 
been demolished and that thousands of 
persons were homeless.

WAR DEPARTMENT PROBE 


The investigation at Washington 


shows that the men in some of the 
training camps suffered greatly from 
want of suitable clothing, from over- 
crowding and the lack of hospital fa- 
cilities.

many deaths from pneumonia follow- 
ing outbreaks of measles.

At- this time a review of our war 


work for the year is in order. Al- 
though but nine months have passed 
since we entered. the world war, al- 
ready we have troops in-the trenches 
n France and an army of about 700,- 
000 men in training, while the regis-

The work accomplished under the 


difficulties of inadequate transporta- 
tion, in making preparations to assert 
our full force in the war next year, 
has never been surpassed, 
perhaps 


never equalled, by any nation. 


The training of tho men and their 


equipment for active warfare, how- 
ever, are simple matters and compara- 
tively easy compared with that of 
their transportation across the Atlan- 
ic in the face of the submarine men- 
ice. 


Our small standing army went to 


France early in the summer and waa 
soon followed by drafted men for final 
raining near the front. As a result, for 
some months past a force of Ameri- 
can soldiers have been operating with 
the French troops on the western bat-

engineers has already rendered excel- 
lent service not only in preparing for 
the reception of the American army in 
France, but in actual service in co- 
operation with the French army. But 
the principal assistance rendered by 
the United States to the Entente Al- 
lies consisted in tho advance of largo 
financial aid to the nations needing it 
most and the service of our navy, 
Which soon after tho declaration 
of.

The fact that the 


government has recently taken over 
tb'e railroads of the country and tho 
necessary reduction in the work of the 
service commission, is thought to be 
the foundation for the report of the 
consolidation. 


However, the plea is being made on 
every side that the expenditures of the 
state for 191S be kept down to pure 
essentials; and for.several years Gov. 
McCall has been an open advocate of 
consolidation of commissions. 
In urg- 


ing last year's legislature to reorganize 
commissions, bti pointed to the success- 
ful merging- of the Boston port direc- 
tors and the harbor and lands commis- 
sion in 1916. The governor est.ima.ted 
that a saving of 40 per cent in salaries 
and general expenses was made in that 
consolidation. 


Other commissions which may be af- 


fected, if the governor carries out bis 
plan of commission-merging, are the 
various boards which have to do with 
labor matters. 
The chief boards are 


the minimum wage commission, 
the 


board of labor and industries and the 
board of conciliation and arbitration. 
For many months 
the Massachusetts 


committee 
on 
public 
safety 
has 


usurped, to some extent, the preroga- 
tives of the conciliation and arbitration 
board, but any move to abolish that 
body would be met -with forceful op- 
position on the part both of laboring 
men arid manufacturers, it is reported. 


The term 
of 
Willard Rowland of 


Chelsea, chairman of tho board, expires 
in ISIS, while Charles G. \Vood of Con- 
cord has not yet been confirmed for 
reappointment although 
liis term of 


office ran out several months ago. 
On 
ihe minimum wage commission, 
the 


term of Edwin N. Bartlett of North 
Oxford, chairman, expires in 1.11S, and 
on the board of labor .and industries, 
John F. Tobin of Quincy comes up next 
year for reappointment. 
Although Governor McCall

Earthquakes have been prevalent in 
Guatemala since the day after Christ- 
mas, '' when shocks were 
gKaera.1 
throughout .the republic. 
With each- 
recurrent shock the damage in Guate- 
mala City, the capital of the republic, 
has become more extensive. 
Thurs- 
day It was reported that from 10 to 40 
persons had been killed In the disturb- 
ance of the previous night, while dis- 
patches Friday and Saturday indicated 
that SO ner cent of Guatemala City had 
been demolished and that thousands of 
persons were homeless. 
Martial law 
had been declared and good order was 
said to: prevail. . 
Guatemala has been the scene ' of 
many disasters, tho results of earth- 
quakes. 
Since the settlement, of that 
country in 1522, there 
have 
been 
more than 50 volcanic eruptions and 
excess of 300 earthquakes. 
The original Guatemala City was de- 
stroyed in 1541 and. 8000. of the in- 
habitants were killed by a deluge of 
water from a nearby volcano, which 
was rent by an earthquake. 
The sec- i 


ond capital was destroyed by an earth- 
Quake in 1773. The houses pf the prcs.- 
ent capital were bul)t low, in conse- 
quence of the liability to earthquakes. 
Guatemala City has a population of 
nearly 100,000. 
It is situated on . a 
plain at an elevation of 4S50\feet above 
eea leveL In the great square stood 
the old Vice Resal palace, the cathe- 
dral and archbishop's palace and gov- 
ernment offices. The capital is in the 
center of 'the trade of the entire re- 
public. 
The chief industries of the 
country are tho manufacture of mus- 
lins, cotton yarns of fine texture, ar- 
ticles of silver and embroideries. 


R«port 125,000 IIom«Iess 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—Guatemala 
City, capital of the little Central Am- 
erican republic of Guetemala, has been 
laid in ruins 
by a series 
of earth- 
Quakes, beginning Christmas day and 
culminating Saturday night in violent 
shocks, which completed the work of 
destruction. 
A cablegram to tho navy department 
yesterday said 125,000 persons were in 
the streets without shelter and that a 
number wore killed by falling walls. 
Naval vessels in Central American 
waters 
have been ordered to 
the 
stricken city to give all possible as- 
sistance. 
Following 
is the brief 
dispatch 
which, contained the news of the catas- 
trophe: 
"Bad earthquake, Saturday, finished 
the work of others. 
Everything 
in 
ruins and beyond description as a re- 
sult of Saturday night's shock. One 
hundred and twenty-five persons are in 
the streets. Parts of the country are 
very cold and winly. Tents are needed 
badly. 
Quite a number killed Satur- 
day by falling walls." 
Tho shocks probably occurred be- 
tween 5.57 and 7 o'clock Saturdav night. 
Violent quakes were recorded at that 
time by the seismographs 
of 
the 
3eorgetown university observatory and 
the distance 
was estimated 
at 1900 
miles from Washington. 


Aid to Stricken City 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3L—Still with- 
out detailed information of the earth- 
quakes which destroyed

City, costing many lives and leaving

Great Suffering In New York 


NEW YORK, Deo. 31.—Nothing 
to 


indicate a moderation of the intense 
cold that has held the city in its grip 
for the last two days greeted shivering 
New Yorkers this morning* Not in 30 
years has this city suffered as it did 
Saturday and yesterday. 


At 6 a. m^ today thermometers reg- 


istered 7 degrees below zero while re- 
ports from outlying districts showed 
several degrees lower. Cold yesterday 
resulted in seven death while hundreds 
were treated at hospitals which report 
that there will have to be many am-, 
putations of frosted fingers, toes and 
ears. 
Firemen in the metropolitan district, 
experienced one of the hardest periods 
recorded ' by the fire department and 
early today the total number of fires 
had reached the SOO mark. While the 
majority nf the fires resulted in little 
damage two were said to bo of incen- 
diary origin in an effort 
to 
hamper 


government work. 
Below zero weather for two days re- 
sulting in private houses and apart- 
ments consuming thousands of tons of 
coal above their normal requirements 
has made such deep inroads in the sur- 
plus supply that today a coal famine 
is impending in this eity. Across the 
Hudson river are thousands of tons of 
coal, but tho severe weather made its 
transfer to distributors difficult.

WAR DEPARTMENT PROBE 


The investigation at Washington 


shows that the men in some of the 


. training camps suffered greatly from 


want of suitable clothing, from over- 
crowding and the lack o£ hospital fa- 
cilities. It Is asserted even that many 
deaths resulted from these causes. It 
is' but natural to assume that such 
conditions should arise as a result of 


' ' ' th.o rush with which the cantonments 
—'were erected and filled by the drafted 


men. It is known that to meet the 
conditions complained of, clothing and 
equipment -were ordered before con- 
gress- voted the appropriations; 
but 


even with-this anticipation 
of 
the 


needs of training: camps, many con- 
tracts were not filled on time. The 
delay was due to strikes and other 


-'causes over which the war department 


had no control. Even congress delay- 
ed its authorization so long that had 
not the war officials acted upon their 
own authority, matters would have 
been still worse. Unfortunately it is 
true that there have been a great 
many deaths from pneumonia follow- 


ing outbreaks of measles. Thus, for 


the week ending Dec. 7, there were 171 
deaths from pneumonia in the Nation- 
al Guard and 47 in the national army, 
while from all causes there were 264 
deaths. These totals are nor much 
above the average for the co!d weath- 
er. There was considerable suffering 
from 
cold before the 
cantonments 


were fully supplied with steam heat. 
This was the case in Camp Devens. 
hut other camps apparently suffered 
to a greater extent. With the camps 


- now thoroughly comfortable, many of 


the men contracted colds from expos- 
ure during the drills and other excr-

Bui 
he principal assistance rendered by 
he United States to the Entente Al- 
ies consisted in the advance of large 
financial aid to the nations needing it 
most and the service of our navy, 
which soon after the declaration of 
rar in April, was ordered to join the 
British navy in combatting the sub- 
marine menace.

Jskender Konuyunjian finally made his 
escape from the European turmoil and 
eventually came to Lowell. 
He is at 
present employed at 
the Waterhead 


mills and is making his borne at 
613 


Central street. 
Besides his tough military 
experi- 
ence.' the young man. who is only 36 
years of age. has been separated from 
his wife and baby and haa not re- 
ceived one word as to their where- 
abouts for a couple of years. When 
Iskender reached this country at the 
request of his employer he registered 
for the draft, giving his age 
as 30 
years, despite the tact that 
he had 
passed the 36th anniversary 
of 
his 
birth. After being examined by a phy- 
sician of one of the exemption boards 
at West Hoboken, N. J., he was found 
physically fit for service, although he 
had five bullet wounds in his body,' 
but was exempted on the ground of be- 
ing an alien. 
For four years prior to the opening 
oi' hostilities in Europe Iskender was 
employed as a cavalry 
gendarme by 
the Turkish government at his home 
in Deurtyol, Turkey, receiving 
a.bout 
?17 a month for nis services, 
being: 
obliged to support his wife and 
two 
children and keep a horse 
on that 
money. 
When the war broke out he 
was enlisted against his will in 
the 
Turkish army and served in the 
in- 
fantry at Constantinople, later taking 
part in some of the .great battles of 
the Dardanelles. It was during these 
battles that he was 
wounded four 
timos, once in the right elbow, anoth-1 
er time in the left shoulder, a third - 
time in the right thigh and finally in • 
the. lower part of the left leg. After- 
be was confined to a field hospital and 
whiie on the dangerous list he was 
informed of the death of his daugh-j 
ter.. 
After recuperating, the young sol- 
dier was again sent to the front, but 
Iskender had made up .his mind to es- 
cape from the army and he did. While 
fierce battle was going on between, 
the British forces and 
the Turkish! 
army, Iskender made his escape under1 


a heavy ftre and in order to escape his 
lollowcrs, he threw himself 
to 
the 
Broundi among corpses of Turkish sol- 
oiers and remained tuero for seventeen 
o JK8i. "*ter fc* -was Picked up by 
otti 5 officers and brought Into the 
B.rlifsh camp. There he was divested 
°f "J", Turkish uniform and was 
at- 
tired in what is known as tho ^slave" 
garment. 
He was then supplied with 
food and tobacco, but was not allowed 
to do any work. 
For seven months he remained at the 
Dardanelles with the British 
army, 
being a member of a party of 32 Ar- 
menians, who had been made prison- 
ers. The Armenian prisoners petitioned 
the British officers for their 
liberty 
and after some, time tnoir request was 
granted. The men were then sent to 
&!«h?' ^gyP1- un,d«r guard and there 
disbanded and given their liberty.

secured

Cairo and later through the efforts of 
Mr. Catouni. a former English consul

a spy for the British army in Syria 
with three other of his fellow-country- 
men. 
The Mediterranean 
sea was 
crossed and when Iskender landed in 
Syria he was shot in the head. This 
did not prevent him from conducting 
his mission, however, and for 17 days 
he worked through the mountains and 
along the sea shore, gathering what 
data he could concerning the fortifica- 
tions of Syria. Later he was .pickeil up 
by a French steamer and brought back 
to Alexandria, where he turned his 
documents over to the British officers. 
While in the British service Iskender 
received 25 pounds sterling a month 
and when he resigned his position he 
was offered 50 pounds a month to keep 
up the good work, but his wounds 
did not permit him to do any 
more 
rough work. 
Iskender worked in Alexandria for 
some time and when he had 
saved 
enough money he secured a passport 
and came to this country by way of 
Italy, making 
tho 
voyage in 
two 
months. After landing in New York 
he secured employment at West Ho- 
boken and it was while in tile latter 
place that he registered for the draft. 
The voung man came to Lowell at the 
request of Dr. A. H- Kludjian ot 101 
Gorham street, this city. 
Speaking about his experiences with 
the Turkish army Mr. Konuyunjian said 
he was poorly clothed and was forced 
tc wear wooden shoes. Me Was allowed 
but nine ounces of bread every 
24 
hours with a bowl of bean soup, while 
meat was vory scarce and when giv- 
en it was in very 
small quantities. 
The pay of a Turkish soldier is 8 cents 
month and in 17 months 
he 
re- 
ceived his pay twice, that is he was 
given IS cents for 17 months' wqrk. 
His wife and child disappeared short- 
ly a.fter his forced enlistment in 
the 
Turkish army and he does not know 
whether they are dead or alive. 
The 
young man told of seeing Turkish oE- 
rtcers shot by German officers after re- 
fusing to separate families and send 
their members to different parts of the 
country. 
He said one cannot picture 
the sufferings that are being endured.

impetus from the commercial dealers 
n game allied with many large ho- 
tels, who long for a return 
of the 


jood old days when they catered to 
:he appetite of the epicure with game 
furnished by dealers who maintained 
jm arm}' of shooters from coast to 
coast. 


'American gume tottered on the 


brink of extinction when sportsmen 
and other lovers of wild life arose 
in their might and demanded and 
secured the passage of laws forbid- 
ing its sale. 
'The fajse logic employed to bol- 
ster a shameless propaganda which 
has not hesitated to use the sacred 
cause of- patriotism as a shield is re- 
vealed in a recent editorial expres- 
sion 
of 
the 
Courier-Journal of 
Louisville, Ivy.: 
'"To .suspend the fish and game 


laws,' says the publication, 'would 
be like deciding to kill all of the 
hogs and cattle at once, 
to avert 


starvation before feeling the pangs 
of hunger, thus insuring shortage 
at a later period when hunger might 
be felt.' 


"The 
writer 
insists 
'that 
there 


should 
bo a. rigid continuance of 


the conservation of fish and game,' 
,md cites the indisputable fact that 
the laws do not prei-ept the use of 
any sort of fish or game which Is 
in existence in sufficient supply to 
be useful.' 
Moreover, it is declared 
that existing laws are designed 'to 
protect the source of supply and 
permit the USB of the supply.'
